Howze Says in Ten Years 
the Mexican Govern- 
ment Has Not Done One 
Friendly Thing — Mur- 
der and Rapine Are 
General. 


El Paso, Texas, February 6.— 
Major General R. L. Howze, com- 
manding in the El Paso district, tes- 
tifying here today before the senate 
subcommittee investigating the Mex- 
ican situation, said he regarded con- 
ditions in Mexico as “intolerable.” 
He said he believed the Mexicans, 
left to themselves, would be unable 
to improve the condition. 

General Howze expressed. the 
opinion that affairs in Mexico had 
grown steadily worse in the last ten 
years and that “left solely in the 
control of Mexicans,” the future of 
that country was “hopeless.” The 
general said that so far as he could 
determine the Mexican government 
during this ten years had not'done 
“one genuinely friendly thing to- 
ward our government,” but on the 
other hand that government or its 
people had dowe no end of “con- 
temptuous and offensive prom sy to-

KLINE DISCUSSES 
ATTACKS ON CAPITAL 


Capital Must Give Labor 
Share in Profits, He Tells 
Phone Men. \. 


Declaring that the time has ar- 
rived when the business men of 
America must take their employees 
into their confidences, R. E., Pat- 
tison Kline, of Chicago, in an ad- 
dress Friday at the final session.of 
the mid-winter convention of the 
United States Independent Tele- 
phone association, at the Piedmont 
hotel, urged the members of the 
association to realize this gramme 
necessity, or else dire consequences 
would result. 

The subject Mr. Kline spoke on 
was “The Wages of Capital,” and 
he told his audience that strong 
attacks are now being made against 
capital. A solemn warning against 
certain classes of alleged “social- 
ism” was made by Mr. Kline. 


Two Socialistic Wings. 


Socialism, he said,:is divided into 
two wings. One wing, he said, is 
revolutionary, stopping at nothing 
less than bloodshed. The other 
wing is parliamentarian. This, he 
said, believes in securing by legis- 
lation what the other tries to ob- 
tain through the use of “bullets in- 
stead of ballots.” 

“l’ll tell you,” he continued, “it 
has become so now that the ques- 
tion is not how much wages capital 
is to receive, but whether capital 
will be allowed to retain its prop- 
erty. The strikes that are seen on 
every side are not merely strikes 
for increases in wages and better 
living conditions.

That Is View of Irving T. 

Bush—America to Suf- 
fer, But Moderate Dose 
of Hard Times Won’t 
Hurt. 


London, February 6.—The United 
“is not interested in the ex- 
tension of additional European cred- 
its, nor attracted by the foreign se- 
curity market, simply because 
American funds are not available 
for that purpose,” said Irving T. 
Bush, of New York, in diagnosing 
the exchange situation and the 
world’s financial service and recon- 
struetion. 

“America,” Mr. Bush continued, 
regarded abroad as a land flowing 
with milk and honey and unlimited 
wealth, whereas, actually the coun- 
try’s financial machinery is suffer- 
ing from an attack of acute indiges- 
tion owing to the glut of Liberty 
bonds. Millions of dollars are re- 
quired to finance the nation’s own 
enterprises. The balance of trade 
should indicate that enormous quan- 
tities of money are there with Which 
the war-stressed countries could be 
but no one 
seems to know just where it is. The 
American bankers are unable to find 
it. I can only attribute this to the 
causes named.” 

Mr. Bush declared that too much 
was being said about the exchange 
Situation, and ‘that the* tendency 
was to give the impression that 
there was something niggardly in 
American reluctance to make fur- 
ther investments abroad. 

“The fact is,” he continued, 
“America itself is going to suffer 
in the long run from tne situation 
Which is temporarily adverse tu 
inngland. ‘The United States is be- 
coming reconciled to the necessity 


'of dropping out of the export mar- 


Ket, with the exception of trading

would act independently of the 
other railroad organizations. They 
added, however, that employees in 
other departments might svoon* be 
thrown out of work if road beds 
were allowed to go to pieces and 
shop forces were crippled. 
The union heads will remain here 
indefinitely in the hope.«that an 
agreement may be reachéd before 
the week's extension éxpires. 

The union membership is said to 
number $00,000 and the demands af- 
fect all federal controlled roads in 
this country. pe 

No Agreement Reached, 

~ Washington, February 6.—Repre- 
sentatives of the union railroad 
workers and officials of the rail- 
road administration were unable to 
complete their negotiations on wage 
demands today as spokesmen for 
‘both sides had indicated was proba- 
ble.

The pre- 
mier pointed out that the anti-bol- 
shevik armies had been checked, but

Manget, fair price commissioner for 
Georgia, said yesterday that while 
‘the legal punishment of several 
years imprisonment or a fine of $5,- 


000, set as the maximum punish- 
ment for profiteers in living com- 
modities did not apply to rent profi- 
teers, the fair price committee 
would do all in its power to re- 
lieve the situation he describes as 
“distressing.” : ; 

Mr. Manget’s statement in full is 
as follows: 

To tk€ People of Georgia: ‘ 

Some days ago I annotinced that all fair 
price commissions would be asked to give 
their attention to Fetit profiteering, and no- 
tified those paying $40 and less per month, 
whose rents liad advanced more than 20 per 
centin the past two years, to make report 
of saine to this office. y 

Hundreds of distressing reports began 
pouring in immediately, and more are com- 
ing by every mail. Many of these state 
that the roofs of the houses are leaking so 
that it is impossible to live in any com- 
fort, but they have, no other place to move, 
and the owners will not mend the roofs. 
Others state that their landlords give them 
only a few days’ notice in which to pay 
the great increase in rent or move out. 

In reply to an inquiry made, I am just 
in receipt of a wire from the department of 
justice advising that the penalty of two 
years in the penitentiary or a fine of $5,000, 
or both, could not be enforced against this 
class of profiteers; and for fear they may 
think the penitentiary is in sight for then 
Ll am giving this notice inimediately. 

This commission has néver ordered. but 
ohe prosectition in its six months’ opera- 
tions. We do not wish prosecutions. We 
Wish and earnestly beg co-operation, /There- 
fore, the mere fact that under the act this 
class of profiteers are not directly subject 
to fine and imprisonment will not déter 
Georgia commissions from doing all within 
their power to relieve this distress, 

A number of patriotic lawyers of Atlanta 
have volunteered to assist those of our 
citizens who fre not able to employ attor- 
neys, and who may be treated unjnatly 
by their landlords. Se inform this office 
fully in regard to your case, 

For your. information, will state that 
landlords cannot force you to move Or pay 
increased rent without giving you 60 days’ 
written notice. 

[f you have had a lease and remained in 
your house and paid rent after the tease ex- 
pired, the law will allow you to remain in 
the house without any increase of rent for 
the remainder of the year. 

if your house leaks and is otherwise dan- 
gerous to health and your landlord refuses 
to make it safe, report immediately to this 
office before you pay any rent at all, and 
some of our attorneys will advise you. 

A system of publicity by which all mer- 
chants and venders of necessities of life who 
co-operate with the Georgia fair price com- 
missions will be advertised to the public 
and will prove a valuable guide to all con- 
sumers or tenants. . 

Oppressed tenants will be aided in every 
Way possible, 

In making your report to this office, 
please state whether or hot the bread-win- 
ner of the family is engaged in work that 
is connected in any way with the produc- 
Najon or handling of all classes or grades 
of food, clothing, fuel or fertilizer, as 
the act of congress ts broader than some 
profiteers are willing to admit.

Shipping Board 
Adopts New Policy 
In Sale of Ships 


Constitution—Philadelphia Publie. Ledger 
Service—Copyright, 1920.) 

Washington, February 6.—The 
("nited States shipping board, John 
Barton Payne, its chairman, agt- 
nouneéd today, has adopted a poli- 
cy of graduated reductions in the 
seld4ng price of government-built 
Ships. The plan, which over a pe- 
riod of years will amount to a sub- 
stantial slash jn the cost of ship 
tonhage to private operators, pro- 
vides for reduétions on the basis 
of the age of the vessels, 

Beginning with ships more than 
a year old present quoted prices on 
Steel cargo carriers, ranging from 
$200 to $225 per deadweight ton, 
will be reduced 10 per eent for 
the year-old vessels, 9 per eent more 
for ships two years old, 8 per cent 
for three-year-old ships, 7 per cent 
for four-year-old ships and 6 per 
cent for five-year-old vessels. 
Thereafter the reduction will be 5 
per cent annually, but as the board 
expectS to be out of the shippifig 
business within the next few years 
the plan for reductions beydnd the 
first five years is not eonsidered 
important by Mr. Payne and his fel- 
low board members. 

The reductions ww) apply onty 
to the so-called new ships built by 
the. goverhment under shipping 
board contract and afte designed to 
stimulate ships’ sales, which are not 
moving rapidly. As there 
large number of cargo carriers built 
by the government during the war 
aow~. in operation more than one- 
year-old the decigion of tHe board 
virtually amounts to an immedlate 
reduction of 10 per cént in the sell- 
Ing price of ships. Not a few ves- 
sq@is which have been placed on the 
market probably will be sold at a 
reduction of 19 per cent from the 
present selling price,

‘Lhe citys great army orf 
commuters starteu home  througn 
snow squalls blown up from the 
northwest by a J0-mile gale and tne 
weather bureau said the fall would 
continue for another twelve hours.

Po- 
licemen visited marooned residents 
of bungalows to see if food or other 
aid was needed. 


TRAINS STALLED 
IN NEW ENGLAND. 

Boston, February 6.—All energies 
were directed in New England to- 
day to recovering from the effects 
of the severest blizzard in a decade. 
With transportation demoralized 
and telephone and telegraph service 
considerably impaired, industrial 
and community life was paralyzed 
except in northern Vermont, which 
alone was spared the fury of the 
storm. 

The snow averaged from 10 to i2 
inches in depth and drifted badly. 

Nearly thirty trains were reported 
stalled throughout New England 
last night, the majority in the vi- 
cinity of this city. No vessel sailed 
from this port yesetrday and only 
one arrived.

BREAKING UP CORYZA, 

QUERY: What simple but effect- 
ive measures can be taken to break 
up a cold, at its beginning as weil 
as after it has been running for 
some time? I wave been told that 
one good way is to fast and drink 
plenty of water, preferably hot. 
Another is to drink hot lemonade, 


go to bed and indulge in a good 
old-fashioned sweat.

There are any number of reme- 
dies on the market which are war- 
ranted to break up “colds,” what- 
ever they may be. If you believe in 
fairies, ghosts, marking, the influ- 
ence of the moon on health, and 
the disease-repelling powers of lim- 
berger cheese or fety or camphor 
worn around the neck, you will 
also believe that some remedy or 
treatment will break up an uniden- 
tified infection, which, in your ig- 
norance, you are content for the 
moment to label “cold.” 

I do not believe any known rem- 
edy or treatment will break up any 
known infectious disease, whether 
it is called “cold,” pneumonia, typ- 
phoid fever or what not. But it 
seems reasonable to suppose that 
proper treatment often shortens the 
duration of such disease and miti- 
gates its severity and lessens the 
immediate and permanent damage 
done by the infection, be it coryza, 
typhoid, influenza or what not. Th

FOUR HIGH SCHOOLS 


IN ATLANTA FAVORED 


Plan Proposed to Take Place 
of Present City and 
County Schools. 


W. F. Dykes, superintendent of 
city schovls, and J. W. Simmons, su- 


perintendent of county schools, both 
members of a special committee ap- 
pointed Thursday to take under ad- 
visement the proposal to consoli- 
date the city and county high 
school systems, expressed them- 
selves Friday in favor of four high 
schools of the same type in four 
different parts of the city, instead 
of the present city qud county high 
schools. 

Details of the plan in Mr. Sim- 
mons’ mind, it is understood, dif- 
fer somewhat from the ideas vf 
Mr. Dykes, and each is expected 
to present a plan to the committee 
which will meet'‘at an early date. 

The committee, which was ap- 
pointed by Mayor Key on Thurs- 
day following a joint conference of 
the city board of education, the 
county board of education and the 
Fulton county commissioners, is 
composed of Virlyn B. Moore, chair- 
man; Fred E. Winburn, president 
of the city board of education; Dr. 
W. L. Gilbert, chairman 
finance committee of 
county commission; W. F. Dykes 
and J. W. Simmons. 

Mr. Dykes said Friday that he 
and Mr. Simmons were agreed that 
four high schools, situated in wide- 
ly different parts of the city, each 
of the four including all the courses 
now separated into different schools 
and each of the four co-educational, 
would be the best system and would 
also’ make easier the building of 
additional high schools along the 
same line in future years, 
Duplication of the high schools, 
city and county, has gone on too 
long, said Mayor Key in speaking 
of the proposed merger Friday. “In 
building high schools we must think 
of Atlanta ten, twenty, thirty years 
hence, and of the great loss to both 
the city and the county by over- 
lapping of the systems.” 

He sated that he advocated such 
a merger five years ago and that 
the plan met with favor and pro- 
gressed to the extent of selecting a 
site bordering on Piedmont park 
for one of the new schools, but 
op~”osition of citizens in that com- 
munity and the park board frus- 
trated the plans.

Baseball fans of the state and surrounding southern territory 
are anxiously awaiting the outcome of the meetings being held in 
Atlanta for the purpose of organization or revival of the Georgia- 
Alabama Baseball league, and hope that some definite action as- 


suring the contemplated circuit will be taken within the 


future. 


There is a great need for 
just such a league as is pro- 
posed, to give representation 
in baseball to the cities of 
Georgia and Alabama which 
have no chance of participating 
in the national pastime with- 


out the formation of their own 
circuit. 


From all indications, taking 
the forecasts on the approach- 
ing season into consideration, a 
Ciass D organization of the 
type of the Georgia-Alabama 
cireult would be eminently suc- 
cessful and profitable. 


—_—— -— 


To begin with, the towns in- 
terested are clamoring for 
baseball. The approaching sea- 
son should be one of the most 
successful and enthusiastic ever 
recorded, and there is plenty of 
available material with which 
to mold a fast circuit with 
clubs which could even call for 
a higher rating than the one 
which will necessarily be. 
taken. 


The south needs just such or- 
ganizations in baseball ax the 
one proposed, for the simpie 
reason that the big league 
teams must have a source from 
which te draw their players 
and in developing y@ungsters 
to go higher in the game, a 
faster brand of ball will be 
kept on the boards.

The backers of the Georgia- 
Alabama are going to held a 
further ‘meeting on Thursday, 
February 19, and at that time 
it is thought definite action 
will be taken to elect officers 
and get the league under way, 
and a schedule on deck in time 
for the opening of the year.

“Washington, February 4, 1920— 
To National Banks and Officers— 
Dear Sirs: It is important that na- 
tional banks should have their con- 
fidence in the fairness and integrt- 
tv of the comptroller’s office firm- 
ly established, As business ntén, 
jealous of your own reputation, you 
will appreciate, I am sure, my un- 
willingness to rest silent under the 
unjust attacks that have been made 
against my official conduct or my 
personal character. My skin is not 
thickefied enough—and I hope nev- 
er will be—to permit me to endure, 
in stolid quiethess, attacks of that 
kind intended to injure not only my- 
self, but the department of the gov- 
ernment and the dMministration of 
which I have the nor to be part, 
and liable, if unan “yered, to weak- 
en ¢ohfidence in ou ational bankas, 

“In such circum& Nees 1 believe 
I will have not only e pardon but 
the approval of eve % fair-minded 
and self-respecting bauker and busi- 
ness mah in satriking back whien 
thus maliciously assailed and using 
every possible proper method in de- 
fending my office and myse'f 
against the wholly unwarranted 
eharges circulated through newspa- 
pers, b written propaganda and 
word of mouth, Which is liable to 
command credence unless contra- 
dicted, 

“Therefore, I respectifull ask 
your attention to the inclosed copy 
of my final statement to the bank- 
ing and eurrency committee of the 
United States senate. 

“In former statement before that 
committee I had refuted complete- 
ly, I think, every complaint or 
charge from any source thergtofore 
made against the integrity or ef- 
ficiency of the present administra- 
tion of the comptroller’s office, or 
reflection upon me pérsonally. 

Riggs Bank Matter. 


“T have made special, detailed and 
flirect answer to the elaborate com- 
plaints ef the Riggs bank at Wash- 
ington, in Which I cited freely from 
the decision of the supreme court 
of the District of Columbia. These 
showed that the court, after hear- 
ing all the evidence and full ar- 
zgument, decided overwhelmingly ‘in 
favor of the comptroller, declaring 
explicitly that the charges of con- 
spiracy and alice against him 
were without foundation and that 
if there was malice anywhere it 
was in the officers of the bank. 
This finding of the court was for- 
tified by a letter addressed to this 
office under date of June 21, 1916, 
signed by the president, both vice 
presidents, the cashier, assistant 
cashier and eleven directors of the 
Riegs National bank, saying:

verse criticism have been received,

WOMEN VOTERS TRY 
FOR NECESSARY “36” 


| Want Women in All States 
| to Register for Summer 
Primaries.

Washington, February 6.—WLéead- 
ers for ratification of the woman's 
suffrage amendment are making 
'desperate efforts to secure the nec- 
essary thirty-six states in time for 
e women in heretofore non-suf- 
'frage states to register for the sum- 
‘mer primafieés. 
| “With thé Announcement of dates 
for special ~sessians In Arizona and 
New Mexico legislatures, four rati- 
fications of the amendment are 
scheduled for February. 
The first sessioh whl occur on 
February 7 in Nevada, The.others 
will folow on February 11 in Idaho, 


February 12 in Arizona and, accord-° 


ing to a telegram just received by 
the national woman’‘s rty, one 
FPébruaty 16 tn New’ México, The 
first three are full suffrage atates 
and certain to ratify, while the New 
Mexico legislature is counted upon 
to act favorably. ' 

With ratification by 
states, thirty-one states will have 
acted favorably on the suffrage 
amendment and five more ratifica- 
tions will remain to be won. Suf- 
fragists are also hopeful of victory 
in New Jersey, where the state sen- 
ate has ratified, and the house acts 
next Monday. National and local 
léaders of the woman's party in 
Trenton working to hold their ma- 
jority against the desperate attacks 
of New Jerséy antis, led by the 
Nugent and Baird forces. 


Special Sessions. 


The woman’s party is also cam- 
paigning for immediate special ses- 
sions in Washington and Oklahoma, 
two full suffrage states in which 
the governors have refused to call 
special sessions; in Delaware, where 
a local issue has so far blocked the 
calling of a special session, and in 
Connecticut, Vermont and West Vir- 
ginia, where the legislatures are fa- 
vorable if the governors will call 
gpecial sessions. 

The vote in New Jersey is held 
by suffrage leaders to be of the 
greatest importance since if New 
Jersey does not ratify a special ses- 
sion will probably be needéd in Ver- 
mont or Connecticut, where the gov- 
ernors are strongly anti-suffrage. 

With suffrage in évery state in 
sight many typical women politi- 
cians are endeavoring to launch a 
distinctive woman’s party for the 
1920 élection, but the larger ele- 
ment of women who have been ac- 
tive In securing the national ballot 
for their sisters.are outspoken that 
women should join one or other of 
the major parties, and this the wom- 
en voters of America will do.

Stock Market Continues 
:/ With a Downward Course

New York, February 6.—Despite further improvement in the foreign 


exchange in the forenoon, the stock market continued its downward 
course today. At the opening there was a brief display of strength 
which was evidently produced by short covering. Thereafter the mar- 
ket showed little ability to stand on its own legs and went down with 
discouraging rapidity. 

The country is selling out its stocks. The west and the south are 
believed to have been liquidating rapidly after their exciting experi- 
ences with Wall street last year. Henceforth, it is a presumption 
among financial people, Wall street will be regarded as more wicked 
than ever, with a generous portion of blame thrown upon the banks 
and the federal reserve board for refusing to create paper money 
and baseless credit without limit.

The report of the scientific obser- 
vations of the party under the lead- 
ership of Professor Griggs, of the 
Ohio State university, which recent- 
ly mads an extended visit to Katmai 
volcano and the “Valley of Ten 
Thousand Smokes,” will be of leas 
interest to the ordinary Alaskan 
and the ordinary tourist than the 
professor's suggestion of an auto- 
mobile road from tidewater, 18 miles 
to the scene of these inconceivable 
magnificent works of nature. 

The “amokes” are cléuds or jeta 
of steam. The entire valley gradu- 
ally is becoming solid under foot, 
Many square miles covered with 
semi-liquid hot mud a year ago 
may now he crossed on foot in per- 
fect safety. The valley has three 
arms, in one of which is a glacier 
that is rapidly melting.

One of the most interesting sci- 
entific features of the investiga- 
tions is the possibility that the un- 
covering of external surfaces by the 
immense eruption of 1912 at Katmai 
may disclose the constituent ele- 
ments of the interior of the earth, 
according to scientists in the party.

BRITISH GUN GRIMES 
SHOW BiG: INGREASE 


Frequent Holdups Ascribed 
to Contempt for Life 
Bred by War. 


London, January e..—(Special.) 
There is a crime wave in England. 
“Gun cases” are becoming alarm- 
ingly common. 

The papers teemygw:th reports of 
such cases. The wuther day, close 
upon the hee!. of other outrages, 
there was the story of an armed 
man who raided a postofrice. Only 
a few days ago a bank manager 
was murdered at Leeds:and an ex- 


officer is under arrest, charged 
with the crime. In this case a man 
drove ep in a motor car to the 
bank, a branch office in a quiet 
suburb, just before closing time. As 
an official was about to shut the 
door the robber, holding a revolver, 
rushed in and shouted “Hands up!” 
The manager started forward, pre- 
sumably to tackle the brigrand, and 
was promptly shot dead. The as- 
Sistants took refuge in the lava- 
tory and the robber locked the 
door on them and fired again. The 
bullet lodged in the wall and no 
one else was hit. 

A few days after the Leeds crime 
a similar outrage was committed 
in Wood Green, a northern suburb 
of London. The methods used were 
aimost an exact copy of the Leeds 
crime. In this case, too, the rob- 
ber used a motor car and arrived 
at the bank just on closing time. 
He managed to get into the man- 
axer's private office and leveled a

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HOVER SRADICAL PLAN 


May Go Direct to People in 
Interest of Starving 
Central Europe. 


By Robert T. Barry. 
Constitution—Philadelphia Public 
Service—Copyritht, 1920.) 
Washington, February 3.—Herbert 
C. Hoover is contemplating a radical 
step in order to obtain food relief 
for the starving people of central 

Europe. 
He proposes to go direct to the 
people for funds and food supplies 


in the event congress refuses to 
grant $150,000,000 credits for relief 
of the peopl! eof Poland, Austria, 
Hungary and Bohemia. 

This extreme measure which Mr. 
Hoover has in mind would be in 
effect a deliberate slap at congress. 
It would be an appeal to the people 
to be less niggardly than their rep- 
resentatives in Washington, who 
have gone mad over economy for 
politics’ sake. Such policy would 
incur for Mr. Hoover the unbridled 
wrath of politicigits. 

Mr. Hoover revealed his purposes 
today to a committee of Baltimore 
citizens, headed by Representative 
Charles J. Linthicum, who called on 
him to urge his attendance at a 
dinner of bank clerks in the Balti- 
more on March 20. He said he was 
unable to accept the invitation for 
the reason that he might be engaged 
in a fight for funds for central Eu- 
ropean relief at that time. 

Mr. Hoover told his callers that 
many persons in the United States 
do not understand the situation in 
Europe and that he proposed out- 
lining the true conditions if need be 
to obtain the necessary relief for 
the ° quarters Where starvation 
threatens. He said he would go into 
the great food storehouses of the 
middle west and present his case 
and that he would appeal to bank- 
ers everywhere to support by pri-

Switzerland Full of Them. 
Competing in Germany 
With Manufacture of 
Goods Hitherto German 
Specialties.

Berne, Switzerland, February *’.— 
During the war, occasionally two or 
three Japanese might have been 
seen at some hotel in Switzerland. 
Since the armistice, however, they 
have flocked to Switzerland in such 
numbers that the parlors of, the 
largest hotels in the evenings are 


often half-filled with them. And it 
is not in hotels alone that they are 
to be found, but in apartments and 
in private houses; at night the best 


For instance, those who know Ger- 
man, after visiting German Switzer- 
land, leave for Germany, and those 
who speak French and Italian, after 
visiting French Switzerland ana 
Italian. Switzerland, generally leave 
for Italy. 

All these Japanese seem to be 
thoroughly intgrested in their own 
particular work, and they note 
everything of importance to them 
with a care and accuracy which ex- 
cel even the proverbial Teuton thor- 
oughness. 

During the last few months I have 
tried to get into convers&tion with 
some of them. They are always 
ready o tell me about the attrac- 
tions of their own country, the ad- 
vantages of travel —there, or the 
courtesy of the Japanese 4o stran- 
gers; but it is never possible to in- 
duce them to say why they left a 
land of so many charms to travel 
in Europe, which is the reverse of 
charming at present. In fact, they 
will say neither whence they have 
come, nor whither they gre going, 
nor what manner of men they are. 
Of all the people I have met, and ! 
have met representatives of most 
nations upon earth, the Japanese are 
to me the most enigmatic.

ROOSEVELT WROTE 
“LONGEST LETTER” 
TELLING OF TRIP 


The 25,000-Word Person- 
al Account of His Jour- 
ney From Khartoum in 
1909 Is a Splendid Hu- 
man Document. 


New York, February 7.—Colonel 
Roosevelt’s “longest letter,” a 25,000- 
word personal account of his trip 
from Khartoum to London in 1909 
and which is described by his biog- 
rapher, Joseph Bucklin Bishop, as 
“a human document of exceptional 
character,” appears as the first of 
two installments in the February is- 
sue of Scribner’s Magazine. 

“Soon after retiring from. the 
presidency,” explains Mr. Bishop, 
“the colonel went to Africa on a 


| hunting trip. He had arranged be- 


fore his departure for several for- 
mal addresses, which he was to 
make in Germany, England, France 
and Norway on his return When he 
reached Khartom, in March, 1910, 
on his way home, he yielded to ur- 
gent appeals and made two ad- 
dresses on Egyptian affairs, one at 
Khartoum and the other at Cairo, 
which aroused much controversy 
and led later to a speech on the 
same subject, also by urgent re- 
quest, at the Guildhall in London. 
Route of Trip. 

“From Khartoum he went to 
Rome, Vienna, Budapest, Paris, 
Brussels, The Hague, Copenhagen, 
Christiania, Stockholm, Berlin, and 
thence to London. At the close of 
his tour he paid a long visit to his 
long-time correspondent and friend, 
Sir George Otto Trevelyan, at the 
latter’s estate at Welcome, Strat- 
ford-on-Avon. During the visit his 
narrative of his experiences in 
Egypt and Europe so strongly im- 
pressed Sir George that he urged 
him most earnestly te out it in 
writing. This Roosevelt did the fol- 
lowing year, in the form of a letter 
to Trevelyan, under date of October 
1, 1911.” 

The former president, in the mis- 
sive, made “frank and searching 


éomments upon the characteristics 
and personalities of kings, empe- 
rors and other eminent personages 
with whom he came in contact,” and 
in the opening paragraph requested 
that it should not be made public 
“until long after all of us who are 
now alive are dead.” Trevelyan, in 
authorizing its publication, said: “I 
do not hesitate to say that it should 
be published and the sooner the 
better. The world would be much 
the richer for it. The times are 
such that the human interest and 
solid value of this wonderful paper 
would be very great indeed now.” 


Drew Intimate Picture. 


The colonel drew an intimate pic- 
ture of British rule in Egypt, prais- 
ed it on the whole, and declared 
that the task of “super-imposing 
the twentieth century upon the sev- 
enth” was a mighty one “which only 
a great and powerful nation could 
attempt and which it is a high and 
honorable thing to have attempted.” 
eeery, 3,000 words are devoted to 
“The Vatican Incident” and the rea- 
son Roosevelt was not presented to 
Pope Pius X. A certain Methodist 
clergyman in Rome had been con- 
ducting an attack upon the head 
of the Catholic church, and when 
Vice President Fairbanks, some time 
before, Visited the Holy City the 
supreme pontiff stipulated that he 
would not receive him in audience 
if he addressed Methodist gather- 
ings. . Roosevelt took the same at- 
titude as Fairbanks, that he “must 
decline to submit to any conditions 
which in any way limit my free- 
dom of conduct.” 

The colonel said in his letter to 
Sir George that one of his volunteer 
secretaries at that time was “anx- 
ious to prevent the Vatican from 
committing what he felt would be 
a great blunder,” and while the col- 
onel was at Naples went to Rome 
tagsee the then papal secretary of 
state, Cardinal Merry del Val. The 
stipulation by the pope was not 
withdrawn and Colonel Roosevelt 
adhered to his resolution of mak- 
ing no agreement to refrain from 
speaking before Methodist meet- 
ings. “Accordingly.” he wrote, “T 
was not presented at the vatican.” 

Regard for Catholics. 


In a public statement at the time, 
the colonel declared that’“the re- 
spect and regard of those of my 
fellow-Americans who are Catholics 
are as dear to me as the respect 
and regard of those who are Pro- 
téstants,.” and he expressed the hope 
that the incident would be treated 
as a merely personal matter, with- 
out rancor or bitternesss 

While in Rome the colonel visited 
King Victor Emmanuel and Queen 
Helena, of Italy, whom he described 
as “faithful. conscientioug and 
wise.” as well as a lovable couple. 
Later he saw in Vienna the aged 
‘Franz Josef. emperor of Austria, 


who said he was “the last repre- 
eentetive of the old system. whereas 
I embodied the new movement.” 

“T shall always bear testimony to 


‘the good manners. and the obvious 


sense of responsibility and duty. of 
the w¥ionrse sovereigns.” the colone! 
wrote. “I thoroughly liked and 
respected almost all the various 
kings and aueens TI met: they struck 
‘me as serions peovle. with charminz 
manners. devoted to their people 
and anxious to justify their own po- 
sitiern« by the way they did their 
duty.”
